Problem s of adju stment are plentifu l. Ac­ 
cu stom ed to the restrictions and limitation 
of tribal life, the v ariou s Chu rch Welcome 
centers help the m ig rants adju st to life 
away from the reserv ation, by finding hou s­ 
ing . employ ment, welfare 
and 
other 
re­ 
sou rces for the Indians. 
The civ il rig hts law m u st be interpreted 
and practiced for all Americans. The Board 
of National Missions is aiding in many wav s 
to assist the Indians who wish to liv e, work 
and play away from the g ov ernm ent reser­ 
v ations. Their talents are being recog nized 
and their handicraft is ex hibited and sold 
in many places throu g hou t the cou ntry . Bu t 
not all Indians m ake baskets, ru g s, pottery 
or beaded sou v enirs bu t are eag er to im ­ 
prov e themselv es. 
It is encou rag ing to learn that other op­ 
portu nities are offered to ou r first citizens 
and that they are eag er to become a part 
of ou r am alg am ated commu nity life.

But a clu e as to the Su preme Cou rt’s at­ 
titu de in this case may be found in the 
opinion of Ju stice Brennan on the famou s 
pray er case. He wrote then that the refer­ 
ence to God in the rev ised Pledg e “ may 
merely recog nize the historical fact 
that 
ou r nation was believ ed to hav e been fou nd­ 
ed ‘u nder God .’ ” 
How reassu ring it is to know that we can 
reaffirm pu blicly ou r faith in God. in words 
that mean so mu ch to ev ery loy al American:

He 
hardly ev er say s, any thing that 
wou ld. Conflicts set 
up road­ 
blocks 
ai.d 
so 
far 
Johnson 
seem s to be making a career of 
not creating them. 
In this sense he is up till now 
the most noncontrov ersial presi­ 
dent since Calv in Coolidg e. 
Presidents Franklin D. Roose­ 
v elt, H arry S. Tru man, Dwight 
D. 
Eisenhower and 
John 
F. 
Kennedy all held so-called for­ 
mal news conferences. Eisen­ 
hower less often than the others. 
The formal kind is annou nced 
long enou g h before tim e for all 
the newsmen ir. Washing ton to 
go, if they want to. There the 
president is wide open 
to any 
kind of qu estion and his answers 
become a matter of record. 
This serv es the dou ble pu r­ 
pose of letting the president get 
his ideas out to the pu blic while 
letting the pu blic g et a close-up 
look at him. 
Kennedy , 
the first to hold 
news sessions on liv e telev ision, 
did a brilliant job. This helped 
bu ild u p the popu larity of a man 
who had won the presidency by 
a hair in 1960 
Roosev elt thou g ht he got as 
mu ch g ood from the newsmen's 
qu estions as they did from his 
answers. He u sed to hold two 
conferences a week. 
Johnson 
has almost entirely 
elim inated the 
formal kind of 
m eeting with the press. 
In Washing ton he u su ally , and 
su ddenly , 
calls tog ether 
the 
newsmen assig ned to cov er him 


and 
trots 
arou nd 
the 
White 
House g rou nds with them, an­ 
swering them as he g oes. 
The su ddenness of this peripa­ 
tetic 
conference 
leav es 
ou t 
scores of newsmen who wou ld 
like to be present if they knew 
there was going to be a confer- 
enee-on-the-trot. 
Their absence 
also limits the nu m ber of qu es­ 
tions that are asked. 
Or Johnson calls in reporters 
at the White Hou se or his ranch, 
cither indiv idu ally or in selected 
groups or ju st those who happen 
to he arou nd, and then talks to 
them in one of three way s. 
1. On the 
record, meaning 
any thing he say s can be attrib­ 
uted to him. 
2. Off 
the 
record, 
meaning 
nothing he say s can be u sed. 
3. Backg rou nd, meaning what 
he say s can be u sed so long as 
the reporters don’t say he said 
it. This can hav e strang e, al­ 
most weird resu lts. 
Instead of being able to say 
what 
thev wrrite cam e 
from 


Johnson himself, they say the 
President thinks or hopes this or 
ag rees or disag rees with that. 
This m akes them look like a 
bu nch of mind readers. 
Or, instead of u sing the dev ice 
ju st mentioned, they can say the 
President is considering doing 
something , according to sou rces 
close to him . 
If all this is baffling to news­ 
paper readers, it’s equ ally baf­ 
fling to reporters who w eren't at 
one of these backg rou nd confer­ 
ences and hav e to read abou t 
them later. 
On Su nday he held a back­ 
g rou nder and the Monday morn- 
ir.g papers were full of what he 
said he had on his mind al­ 
thou g h the stories didn’t say he 
said it. And Monday , perhaps 
for v ariety , he tried it a cou ple 
of way s. 
P art of what he said cou ld be 
attribu ted 
to 
him 
and 
part 
cou ldn’t. It’s u nlikely this can 
go indefinitely withou t a big 
mix u p some day .

ers mig ht worry and postpone 
some pu rchases. 
There are other hazards that 
economists see ahead, withou t 
being su re that real cu res are in 
sig ht. 
The labor force will g row rap­ 
idly nex t y ear. Mu ch of the 
g rowth will be trom y ou ths u n­ 
trained for the jobs mechanized 
indu stry offers. The g reat hopes 
now being ex pressed, that the. 
economy will g row fast enou g h 
to absorb all the newcomers 
seeking jobs, m ay be dashed. 
And the pu blic is notoriou s for 
chang ing qu ickly from too mu ch 
confidence to too mu ch cau tion. 
Inflation isn’t a problem now 
and seems u nlikely to be in the 
months ju st ahead. Bu t bey ond 
that a nu mber of economists are 
far from reassu red. They cite 
the recent scattered rises in 
some basic m aterials. They note 
that the au to labor contract and 
the one the steelworkers are 
ex pected to seek cou ld pu sh 
produ ction costs u p faster than 
factory efficiency is increasing . 
All this cou ld lay the seeds for 
fu tu re inflation. 
Other economists, especially 
those employ ed by the banks 
and other financial institu tions 
see as far from allay ed as y et 
the international financial prob­ 
lems which reached the crisis 
stag e in Nov ember when the 
British 
pou nd 
was 
tottering . 
M easu res that m ay still hav e to 
be taken to g et the pou nd back 
on a sou nd basis, and to keep 
the dollar from catching the 
infection, 
are 
still 
u ncertain. 
And drastic m easu res cou ld u p­ 
set the American economy as 
well as that of other non-Com- 
mu nist nations.

WASHINGTON — President Johnson’s an­ 
nou ncement of plans to reneg otiate the 1903 
Panam a Canal T reaty was timed hopefu lly 
to take the wind out of anti-Panam a g ov ern­ 
m ent. anti-U.S. riots being planned in Pan­ 
ama for early Janu ary . 
There'* now eonsiderable feeling at the 
Pentag on and the State Departm ent that it 
wou ld be wise for the United States to m ake 
aizable concessions in these neg otiations. 
Nu mbers of m ilitary men and diplomats 
arg u e that the dispu te with Panam a cou ld 
endang er the ex istence of a basically friend­ 
ly Panam anian g ov ernment. 
Worse y et, 
they claim , it’s cau sing raised ey ebrows 
throu g hou t Latin America. 


“ We’re cau g ht in a box .’* say s one m ili­ 
tary man. “ We’re so big and strong and 
Panam a is so small and weak. The dispu te 
therefore looks so lopsided that the Latins 
are siding with the Panam anians reg ardless 
of who's rig ht or who’s wrong . We’re ending 
u p looking like v illains.” 


Back of this willing ness to m ake conces­ 
sions to Panam a lies a hard chu nk of reality . 
The new canal the United States is planning 
will be a sea lev el canal. It will requ ire 
few operating and m aintenance men and 
little policing . A canal zone won’t be neces­ 
sary for secu rity . Fu rther, the old canal 
End it* zone will be obsolete. 


Since there will be no locks in the new 
sea lev el canal, it will be difficu lt for Red 
ag ents to sabotag e and equ ally difficu lt lor 
Commu nist missiles to blast it ou t of action 
for more than a two-week stretch. 
The present canal, by contrast, wou ld be 
du ck soup tor ag ents. Homemade bomhs 
cou ld knockou t its locks with ease. A nu ­ 
clear missile cou ld pu t the Panam a Canal 
out of operation from fou r to sev en y ears. 
Economically , the Panam a Canal is al­ 
ready ou tdated. Some of the new larg e com­ 
m ercial and nav al v essels are too larg e to 
pass throu g h the locks. Some ships are for­ 
ced to wait in line for hou rs before they 
can ev en g et into the canal. Once in. the 5 0- 
mile crossing is slow. 
A sea lev el canal wou ld hav e a heav y 
capacity and fast transit time. Operating 
costs would be low. 
By neg otiating with three cou ntries for 
possible rou tes for the new canal, the Presi­ 
dent’s men hope to g et sev eral Latin cou n­ 
tries competing with each other for a chance 
at the waterway . The aim . of cou rse, is to 
pu t the United States in a v ery fav orable 
lig ht — g ranting the canal as a fav or rather 
than wresting it as a concession. 
Why do the President’s men think the 
Latin s will compete? Becau se whichev er 
cou ntry g ets the new canal will reap m il­ 
lions in indirect benefits, enou g h to g iv e a 
hefty lift to the standard ot liv ing in a small 
cou ntry . Contrary wise, if Panam a loses the 
canal, her economy will su ffer a heav y blow.

But if they won’t ex ert their 
au thority and. like y ou . we feel 
oblig ed to m aintain contact with 
them and the child, ou r only al­ 
ternativ e to tolerating insolence 
is to stop it ou rselv es. 
If y ou ’v e been accu stomed to 
g iv ing y ou r ru de y ou ng niece 
presents on special occasions, 
she doesn't want to forfeit them. 
Use her desire to keep them 
coming by making it clear v on'll 
stop their coming if she doesn t 
pu t a cu rb on her tong u e. 
Children are practical crea­ 
tu res. They stop g iv ing contempt 
as soon as the price of it is firm ­ 
ly and am iably clear.
